For [tisers of Books. 
Bookbindings Old and New. By Bran- 
der Matthews. Illustrated. Macmil- 
lan&Co. . 

A book to delight the soul of the collector 
is Prof. Brander Matthews’ “‘Bookbindings, 
Old and New.”* At once discursive in style 
and encyclopedic in information, it _fur- 
nishes in its pictures views of bindings that 
make the mouth water, and its text a wealth 
of anecdote that amuses while it instructs 
and never wearies. One of these little inter- 
jected anecdotes serves to tell the ‘purpose 
of the work. 

Burton telis us,” Mr. Matthews narrates, 
“that in the hearing of a certain dealer in 
old tomes and rare volumes a remark was 
ventured that such a one was ‘said to know 
something about books,’ which brought 
forth the fatal answer: ‘He know about 
book? Nothing—nothing at all, I assure 
you; unless, perhaps, about their insides.’ ” 

The book begins with the Grolier bindings 
and ends aptly enough with the Grolier club 
of New York. It is in scope, sufficiently 
broad to include the work of the artist- 


artisan of the Renascence and the commer- 
eial bindings of the American books of the 


day. 

With only one of Prof. Matthews’ judg- 
ments is there a temptation to disagree— 
when he speaks of Bedford's bindings as the 
work of a forwarder rather than a finisher. 
To the older collector whe: treasures his 
Bedford books there are two, courses left; 
one to gaze with longing upon the later 
work of Cobden-Sanderson and agree with 
the ter; the other to prove out of his own 
book that nothing better than Bedford's 
“Jansenist” bindings were ever done. - 


Brief Mention. 

Heury R. Blaney’s fine etchings of Old 
Boston’ have been excellently reproduced in 
half-tone, and are published in a holiday vol- 
ume by Lee & Shepard, with descriptive text 
by Mr. Blaney himself. The subjects in- 
clude many of the old landmarks of the 
present day, as well as many that have van- 
ished. Among the latter are the Hancock 
house, the old feather store, and the King’s 
Head. Tavern. Among the most interest- 
ing pictures is the reproduction of the rare 
old etching by Paul Revere showing Bos- 
ton as it appeared in 1768. The old State- 
House, Faneuil Hall, and the Liberty Tree 
are in the collection, and the striking cover 
design in brown cloth with the Ol4 South 
Steeple in black and gold is as good as any- 
thing inside the volume. 

The fiftieth bound volume of the Century 
reminds one that this has been a eooaly 
half-century of Centuries. This volum 
covers the numbers from May to Octo 

1895, and contains the latter half of Craw- 
ford’s “‘Casa Braccio” and of Prof.'Sloane’s 
“Napoleon Bonaparte.” Standing as it does 
at the head of the popular magazine list, 
the Century is a fair rep ntative of the 
Nation’s current literary life. Some critic 
should make a study of the progress indi- 
cated by a comparison of the first and the 
last 6f these Cermtury volumes.

ITALY NEEDS A KOSSUTH INCIDENT, 


State Department Can’t Prevent Con- 
scriptions Among Citizens. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 14.—Complaints 
similar to that coming from Chicago are 
frequently received at the State Department. 
For fifteen years the department at inter- 
vals has engaged in diplomatic correspond- 
ence with the Italian Government on this 
same subject, and apparently it is no nearer 
a conclusion satisfactory to ourselves than 
when it originated. : 

The whole difficulty lies in the refusal of 
the Italians to enter into a naturalization 
treaty with the United States by the terms 
of which each government would agree to 
relinquish control over its former subjects 
‘who may become na citizens of the 
other country. : 

As the case now stands the Italian Gov- 
ernment does not deny the Amrican citizen- 
ship of a naturalized Italian, but it does in- 
sist that American naturalization shall not 
operate to relieve the individual of the ob- 
ligation of and military service to Italy that 
may have inured before naturalization. 

There have been a half dozen cases of this 
kind brought to the attention of the State De- 
partment in recent years and finding itself 
impotent to prevent the exaction of this 
service, the department has warned natural- 
ized citizens of Italian birth of the conse- 
quences which may follow a visit to Italy, 
wherever it has been able to do 80,

The attention of the New York Health De- 
partment having been attracted to certain 
statements concerning the anti-toxin treat- 
ment of diphtheria in that city, recently 
published in Chicago, President Wilson of 
that board has caused some statistics to be 
compiled in answer. . 

Briefly, the article referred to alleged all 
diphtheria cases in New York City are re- 
mov to the Willard Parker Hospital for 
treatment; that the fatality of such cases 
has not been re@uced by the use of anti- 
toxin, and that this is attributed to the qual- 
ity of the anti-toxin produced and used by 
the New York Health Department. As the 
anti-toxin used by the Chicago Health De- 
partment is furnished by the New York de- 
partment the subject has a direct local in- 
terest. 

Tables 1 and 2 show only a small propor- 
tion of the diphtheria cases in New York 
City are removed to and treated in the 
Willard Parker Hospital; out of 6,875 cases 
in 1894 only 469, or legs than 7 per cent, were 
removed to the hospital; and out of 7,475 
cases in 1895 only 503 cases, or less than 8 
per cent, were so removed. ua

Everything depends on what 
the German Reichstag may do with Emperor 
William’s resolution that home agriculturists 
ought to be helped by allowing them a boun- 
ty four times as big as ‘at present on all the 
sugar, raw or refined, which they can. ship 
out of the country—more especially to 
America. 

If this pending proposition beco.nes German 
law it will be a bad blow to the sugar trust, 
It will provide a discriminating factor in 
favor of German sugars equal almost to a 
cent per pound. Against such competition 
our trust would not be able to contend, The 
plan is therefore exceedingly threatening. 

Plan Is Likely to Succeed, 

If it succeeds—and private cable dispatches 
indicate it is pretty sure to succeed—we have 
worse conditions for the sugar trust than any 
that adverse legislation at Washington could 
provide. It is with this situation in view that 
sugar stock is being boomed. The movement 
under way looks asif it were the work of in- 
siders trying to make a market on which to 
sell out. On any pronounced rally Sugar 
Trust stock seems sure to bea profitable

ternational review, Cosmopolis, which will 
be published simultaneously in seven great 
cities, has no intention of leaving American 
Writers out of his scheme. The first num- 
ber will contain a story by Henry James 
and the list of American’ contributors will 
soon be filled out: There will be four stories 
in the opening number, eleven general ar- 
ticles, and*literary, dramatic, and political 
chronicles in English, French, and German, 
Mr. Ortmans has secured a brilliant staff of 
contributors for this three-language review, 
and the appearance of the first number 
early in January promises to be an impor- 
tant literary event. 

Fisher Unwin, the publisher of Cosmopolis, 
will also issue, early in the spring, Henry 
Norman's ‘‘Near East.”” The author is re- 
vising a series of twenty letters which re- 
cently appeared in the Chronicle and will 
add much fresh material. The Scribners 
will publish it in New York. 


Sarah Grand’s New Novel. 


Mme. Sarah Grand has nearly finished her 
new novel, which she considers a stronger 
and more interesting work than ‘““The Heav- 
enly Twins.” The title is not yet announced, 
but she describes the book as the oes 
of a life and the subject as one 
adapted for the great audience of readers of 
her own sex which she addressed in her for- 
mer book. Having put her whole force into 
the work and rewritten the greater part of 
it, she prefers to have it read without a 
break, and consequently has declined offers 
for serial publication in England and Amer- 
ica. American publishers have competed 
sharply for the book rights, but the manager 
of Appleton’s London house has purchased 
them this week. 

Mrs. Burnett astonished her audience at 
the Vagabonds’ dinner by the facility with 
which she made herself heard in King’s 
Hall in response to a toast by Mr. Frankfort 
Moore in her honor. She made a graceful 
speech, which was pronounced one of the 
best ever listened to by that unique body of 
bohemians.

hops. 
The only Minister who expressed approval 
of any of these proposals was Walter Long, 
the Minister for Agriculture, who promised 
to introduce legislation during the next ses- 
sion of Parliament prohibiting the importa- 
tion of live sheep. It is true that he de- 
fended this measure on the ground that 
it. was origina!ly intended to stamp out 
disease, but the Radical papers have an-. 
nounced it as being in its nature protec- 
tionist. 

Lord Salisbury has been attacked in the 
St. James Gazette, politically one of the 
most influential of the London Tory 
for refusing his official countenance to f 
trade suggestions, and a speech he made in 
1892, just before the general election, is 
guoted as showing him to be then in favor 
of placing a retaliating tariff on foreign hops.

“high assessments,” for he knows the people 
would not vote for him. If they thought a 
candidate meant to add 25 or 50 per cent to 
their assessments they would turn out ina 
body to beat him. : 

If a man were elected with the private un- 
derstanding that he was to assess high, he 
would not live up to that understanding if 
he wanted to be re&lected, because perma- 
nency of tenure depends on low assess- 
ments, and even if the Assessor himself 
favored a much higher valuation the prop- 
erty-owners would not, and his deputies 
‘would be besieged with bribes. At present 
they are in the habit of making the first ad- 
vances to property-owners. Under this high 
valuation system the property-owners would 
hunt up the deputies and offer the latter 
sums twenty times greater than their per 
diem.
